HEARST GAINS

New York Mayoralty Contest 
to be Finally 
Settled. 


New York, May 27.—The actual 
counting of the ballots cast for W. h. 
Hearst and George B. McClellan, 
Mayor, in the last election for that of- 
fice, In this city, in November, 1905, 
was begun today, after a delay of more 
than two years. The contents of two 
ballot boxes were counted in the pres- 
ence of a justice of the supreme court 
today. and resulted tn a net gain by W. 
R. Hearst of 27 votes in the two pre- 
cincts the votes of which were counted. 
There are |,940 precincts in the great- 
er city. Mayor McClellan's plurality 
over Mr. Hearst in the original count 
was 3,478. ‘ 

The votes in one of the boxes counted 
today, which showed a net gain of 15 
votes for Mr. Hearst, had been the sub- 
ject of a complaint before we grana 
jury. A socialist watcher at the polls 
alleged that the vote for Hearse ana 
MicClellan had been transposed.

163 and Hearst 159.

accepted as a reflection of a certain dis- 
appointment over the effect of such fa- 
vorable developments as have occurred, 
and ‘which have failed to Incite a suf- 
ficient demand for stocks to absorb real- 
izing sales except at the price conces- 
sione which are being made. When the 
stationary movement was once fairly 
established there came into notice also 
revived activities on the part of the 
encouraged bear party in the circula- 
tion of reports calculated to prompt 
selling of stocks and so help on the ef- 
fort to depress prices. Some such re- 
ports today were of considerable effect. 
This effect was clearly seen in the case 
of some of the railroads of lowercredit 
under suspicion earlier in the year of 
financial embarrassment, but since 
credited with being safely extricated 
from their troubles. On account of these 
rescues ,the rebound in the stocks from 
extreme depression was particularly vio- 
lent, 
to the revival of rumors impugning their 
solvency. The violent breaks in this 
class in toda¥’s market aided materially 
in the bear campaign for lower prices. 

The character of some of the crop 
damage reports also awakened suspicion 
on bearish origin, by reason of the mys- 
terious allusions to the hidden sources 
of information on which they were 
based. The violent fluctuations in grain 
prices yesterday gave force to these ru- 
mors, although largely due to technical 
speculative conditions in these mar- 
kets. This was better perceived today 
when detailed news of ‘weather condi- 
tfons was known. 

Amother field of bearish industry was 
in the alleged intentione of the federal 
government in the matter of further 
prosecutions of corporations. The filing 
of the suit of the government against 
the New Haven has left speculative sen- 
timent on this subject sensitive. How- 
ever, the influence of numerous ru- 
mors in this class was somewhat dash- 
ed by the assertion of the attorney gen- 
eral, aS reported in Washington § dis- 
patches, that ‘they seem to be stock 
jobbing affairs.’’ With these various 
evidences of profeasional bear opera- 
tions on an active scale, the disposition 
to sell stocks became less urgent, and 
the shorts found themselves less able 
to cover their commitments whem they 
sought to buy fer that purpose. The 
later resiliency of. the market was the 
natural consequenée. 

The easy tone developed in the bond 
market» was of more influence on finan- 
cial sentiment, even than the break in 
stocks. The feeling over the investment 
situation was affected by the reception 
given to new note issues opened for 
subscription, and for which the demand 
is less keen than for the high-grade 
bond issues previously offered, tn spite 
of the attractive return of this class 
of issues. 

The engagement of more gold for both 
France and Germany. added to the sum 
which must come out of the total of 
the bank’s cash holdings in making up 
the coming bank statement, and which 
has reached a sufficient figure to make 
a considerable proportional! inroad even 
on the wide mragin of the present sur- 
plus. The effect of the week's financ- 
ing on the loan item also must be 
reckoned with. The tone of the money 
market was not affected.
